CLEVELAND RULING

CONVENTION HALL, CLEVE- 
LAND, O. June 7.—There are 
golden smiles on the faces of 
negro leaders attending the pre- 
liminaries of the Cleveland con- 
vention. Contests from Georgia 
and Mississippi have been settled 
in their favor; William M. Butler, 
the vice regent, who is running the 
Coolidge cenvention, has an- 
nounced that one of their race, Dr. 
George E. Cannon of New Jersey, 
has been selected to deliver-a brief 
speech seconding the nomination 
of the President. The threat of 
reduced Southern representation at 
the party national convention is in 
abeyance. | 

Mr. Coolidge wants the negro 
vote in the election, and he and 
his friends are playing astute poli- 
tics to make sure that he gets it. 
In the State of Ohlo—a doubtful 
State—if La Folette runs, there 
are 375,000 colored voters. There 
are 125,000 in Indiana and 147,000 
in New Jersey.

“We returned down Lake Park 
avenue, passed the lot where the 
Coleman boy was playing, and went | 
into Leopold’s house to watch the} 
children play, from the windows’ 
there. 

Got Glimpse of Robert Franks. 

“We did not stay there long, but 
left and drove down Drexel to go 
past this lot where Levinson had 
been playing, turned and went down 
Hyde Park boulevard, turned and 
went north on Ellis avenue. All 
We pro- 
ceeded north on Ellis avenue until 
we got a glimpse of Robert Franks 
coming south on the west side of 
Ellis avenue. As we passed him 
he was just coming across or past 
Forty-eighth street. We turned 
down Forty-eighth street and 
turned the car around, Leopold 
getting into the back seat. 


“I drove the car then south on 
Ellis avenue, parallel to where 
young Franks was, stopped the car 
and, while remaining in my seat, 
opened the front door and called 
to Franks that I would give him a 
ride home. He said ‘No, he would 
just as soon walk,’ but I told him 
that I would like to talk to him 
about a tennis racquet, so he got 
in the car. We proceeded south on 
Ellis avenue, turned east on Fif- 
tieth street, and just after we 
turned off Ellis, Leopold reached 
his arm around under Franks, 
grabbed his mouth, and hit him 
over the head with the chisel. I 
believe he hit him several times. 
I don’t know the exact number. 

“He began to bleed and was not 
entirely unconscious. He was 
moaning. I proceeded farther west 
on Fiftieth and turned, I believe, 
at Dorchester. At this point Leo- 
poid”’ ' 

“What time was that?” 

“This was around 5 o'clock, I 
don’t know the exact time. At 
th’s time Leopold grabbed Franks 
and carried him over the back of 
the front seat and threw him on 
the rug in the car. 


Drove Into the Country. 

“He then took one of the rags 
and gagged him by § sticking it 
down his throat, I believe. We 
proceeded down Dorchester, and 
then at Leopold’s directions drove 
into the country. I think we drove 
out either Jeffrey road or South 
Shore drive. I think it was Jeffrey 
road. I am not acquainetd with 
the digtrict out there and drove 
slowly at his directions. My excite- 
ment accounts for my not being 
able to tell any of the places where 
we drove. We drove until we were 
at a deserted road, which led off 
the main road somewhere between 
the Indiana line. We turned down 
this road, but it was only for 
It was only a road for a short dis- 
tance—and ended in a blank. This 
Leopold knew, but wanted to take 
it because it was so deserted. We 
turned around, and as we turned 
around he, seeing that Franks was 
unconscious, climbed into the front 
seat. Up to that time he had been 
watching him from the back seat. 
He had covered him with the robe 
that we had brought along. The 
robe also belonged to Leopold. We 
then drove farther south on the 
main highway until we turned ata 
road which, I believe, leads to 
Gary.

The important thing 
is that I parked the car on this 
side street, facing west, parallel to 
the tracks, the driver's seat being | 
on the left of the car, therefore, I | 
was nearest to the drug store.” 

“He got out of the car, went to 
the drug store and made his phone 
calls. In returning Be came) 
straight to the car, so that he hit 
the door that I was sitting at, 
rather than the door next to the 
vacant seat, and he said, ‘Slip over 
and let me drive for awhile,’ which 
I did. 

“He drove the car. We again 
proceeded down the thoroughfare, 
waiting for it to get darker. I re-

The scheme for 
etherizing him originated through 
Leopold, who evidently had some 
knowledge of such things, and who 
said that that would be the easiest 
way of putting him to death, This, 
however, we found unnecessary be- 
cause the body was—because the 
boy was quite dead when we took 
him there. We knew he was dead | 
by the fact that rigor mortis had 
set in, and also by his eyes; and 
then when at that same time we 
poured this hydrochloric acid over 
him. we noticed no tremor, not 4 
single tremor in his body. There- 
fore, we were sure he was dead. 
Leopold put on his hip boots, and 
took off his coat, in order to do 
this, and took the body and stuck 
it head first—”" 

“Was it-dark at this time?’, 
“Yes. Stuck it head first into the 
culvert. I might say that at this 
time it was fairly dark, but still 
not pitch black, so that we were 
ablee to work without a flash- 
light.’’ 

Pouted Acid Over Body. 

“How far did you have to carry 
the body from the time you got out 
of the machine until you dropped 
it down into or near the culvert?’’§ 
“Tt should say about a city block 
and a half. I don’t know.” 

“How did you carry it, in this 
blanket?”

That is, we had a blanket in a sort 
of, as you might say, 4 stretcher.”

“The head had bled very free- 
ly?”

The blanket 
or robe was quite saturated. We 
then left, taking the robe with us, 
also the clothing of young Franks. 
We started homeward, and Leopold 
stopped to call up his folks and 
tell them that he would be slightly 
detained. This, I should judge, 
was about 9. o'clock. We then 
stopped at a drug store somewhere 
in the neighborhood, where I 
looked up the address of Jacob 
Franks and the telephone number, 
and at the same time Leopold 
printed the address on the en- 
velope. We then proceeded toward 
home.”’ 

“You drove out to Gary, didn't 
you, before you got to the culvert?”

I changed my’ overcoat and cap 
for the black overcoat and cap or 
hat of my father's.

the job myself.” 

Moore’s New Slogan. 

This forced Moore to find a new 
campaign slogan. His managers 

have decided that he should be the 
antiboss candidate. So in a state- 
ment yesterday they proclaimed 
that Moore “has shown clearly that | 
he is not the candidate of any or- 
ganization or faction, and that he 
wears the collar of no boss, po- 
litical or otherwise and that he 
cannot be dictated to. He expects 
to be nominatei and elected on his 
indpvidual merite as a Jeffersonian 
Democrat and as Governor will be 
;responsible only to the people of 
the State and not to any organiza- 
tion or individual.”

A Forgotten Champion. 


EW are the fight followers 

today who can accurately 
trace the world’s pugilistic 
championship succession down 
to Jack Dempsey, the reigning 
monarch. , 

This does not imply tracing 
the line back into the dark ages 
of the game, but merely to 1892, 
when Jim Corbett became first 
head of the Padder Glove dy- 
nasty. Prior to that the mon- 
archs of pugilism battled with 
spiked shoes and bare mauleys, 
and fought on turf. 


In the 32 years that have 
elapsed from John L. Sullivan's 
passing. everyone remembers 
the Corbetts, Fitzsimmonses and 
Jeffrieses. But from the inter- 
regnum that followed Jeffries’ 
first retirement to the accession 
of Jess Willard to the throne, 
there is a period of pugilistic 
history with which present-day 
fans are but little conversant. 

Right in the middle of this 
period there developed a cham- 
pion now all but forgotten; who 
came up like a meteor, blazed 
awhile and then sizzied out— 
knocked stiff by John Barley- 
corn, the unbeaten champion of 
the world. He was Marvin Hart 
of Louisville. 
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Back From Oblivion. 


HE sight of Jack Root at 

ringside during the Carpen- 
tier-Gibbons fight. brought back 
vividly to mind this almost over- 
looked former titleholder and 
the chapter of championship his- 
tory written by Hart. 

Hart was widely known when 
he stepped into the ring at Reno, 
Nev., July 3, 1905, to battle for 
the world’s championship. Jack 
Root was his opponent and 
James J. Jeffries, the referee, in 
consideration of $1000 in hand 
received, passed over the crown 
to the victor—Hart. 

Root passed out via the knock- 
out route in the twelfth round, 
and Hart became the title- 
holder. crowned by the retiring 
champion Jeffries. 

\ > - a 

ART was not a cheese fight- 

er, by any means. His career, 
which began in 1899. was sig- 
nalized by a remarkable suc- 
cession of knockouts. He was 
the Paul Berlenbach of his day— 
and then some; for some of the 
men Hart stopped were by no 
means novices. 

Fourteen men successively 
had fallen before him, when his 
knockout streak ended; and in- 
cluded in his list of victims 
were men of note in their day. 
Among them were: Dan Creedon, 
the Australian - champion, well 
known to &t. Louisans; Tommy 
West, a great fighter: Al Weinig, 
Jack Beauscholte, Billy Stifft.Kid 
Carter, Dick O’Brien—in fact, 
all the good light-heavyeights 
of his time fell before his 
mighty walfop. 

Not least among Hart's 
achievements was his defeat in 
°0 rounds of Jack Johnson, 
then in his heyday. Johnson 
was @ great athiete at that time 


and his fighting weight was 
about 190 to 195 pounds. Hart 
outpointed him 20 rounds in San 
Francisco. 

The same year he won the ti- 
tle from Root, in Reno. 


Hart Liked His “‘Tea.” 
NFORTUNATELY when he 
defeated Root, Jim Jeffries 

still completely dominated the 

public mind. His gigantic shad- 
ow fell athwart the budding 
reputation of Haft and blotted 
him out completely, even though 

Jeff had retired. Compared with 

Jeffries, all other fichters 

seemed cheeses to fans of the 
day. 

Hart, too, was intoxicated with 
success—and too fre- 
quently with other things. He 
began to falter. His knockout 
wallop passed on. And soon Hart, 
the champion, was himself on 
his way. 

Hart held the title until Feb. 
25, 1906—a_ trifle more than 
seven months, when he lost his 
crown to another almoss . for- 
gotten titleholder—the Cana- 
dian Tommy Burns, real name 
Noah Brusso. 


Put One Over on Hart. 
ART was decorated with the 
Order of the Double Cross in 
this fight. Of course, Marvin

That was a tragic moment for 
Hart. But he was game and 
fought as best he could in his 
condition. It is no tribute to 
Burns’ fighting abilify that he 
proved unable to stop the iIill- 
conditioned Hart. He failed to 
Kayo Marvin, but gained the d@ 


He claimed the title and the in- 
different public let it go at that.

LONDON, June 7.—Arthur W. 
Kiddy, editor of the Bankers’ Mag- 
azine and Financial editor of the 
London Morning Post, in review to- 
day says:

{May Cry Discrimination. 

The cry of discrimination is certain to be 
raised, and some of the Senators and the 
Representatives who voted for the present 
bill are going to get some stiff opposition 
from their German, Scandinavian, Italian 
and Russian constituents.

To appreciate how and why these figures 
were settled upon demands an understanding 
of the waves of immigration which have come 
to America’s shores. Sponsors for the new 
act declare there should be no cry of dis- 
crimination, because the new law seeks to 
keep America American. 

“The United States,’ they say in effect, 
“was founded and developed by peoples of 
Nordic stock. We are what we are today be- 
cause of the sturdy qualities they handed 
down to us. The flood of immigration from 
Southern and Eastern Europe began only sev- 
eral decades ago and unless checked it would 
submerge us and all of our carefully builded 
institutions.”’ : 

According to figures quoted by sponsors of 
the bill, only 80,000 persons came to America 
during the first two and a half centuries after 
its discovery. These were mostly English, 
and the so-called Scotch-Irish, who were real- 
ly border Englishmen and Scots who had re- 
sided in Ireland for a short time. There were 
aiso some Dutch, a few Rhenish, a few French 


80,000 persons had by natural processes peo- 
pled the country with 1,000,000 living de- 
scendants. The first census of 1790 showed 
an American population of 3,929,214——mostly 
descendants of the original 80,000, who are 
also credited with being the ancestors of ap- 
proximately 45,000,000 of our present popula- 


tion. 


The next wave of immigration came be- 
tween 1790 and 1820. The lowest figure for 
this group is 225,000 and the highest 340,000. 
These were mostly Northern and Western Eu- 
ropeans. 


Peak Reached in 1854. 

The third period stretched from 1820 to 
1882. Trouble was brewing in Europe; the 
Napoleonic Wars were over and the period of 
mild revolutions was on. The German Revo- 
lution of 1848 caused a great influx of Ger- 
mans between 1850 and 1860. The peak was 
reached in 1854, when 215,000 came to this 

country. The potato famine in Ireland drove 

many. Irish here in the early ‘50s, and there 
were cousiderable French who were bored 
with Louis Philippe or out of sympathy with 
Napoleon the Third. 

But with the bettering of economic condi- 
tions in Western and Northern Europe, this 
immigration began to drop and the Latin and 
Balkan countries began sending unheard-of 
numbers to America.

Natives 
of Italy, Austria-Hungary, Greece and the 
Balkan States began to realize that America 
offered:»them a refuge. 

Between 1861 and 1870 Russian, Italian 
and Austrian immigration combined equaled 
only 1 per cent of the American total. Now

Steamship companies which accept 
for immigration aliens who have no 
immigration visas are subject to 
a heavy fine and must carry such 
persons back to the port of de- 
parture free of charge. 

Opinions of the new law vary 
widely. Those in favor of a 
“cheap” labor supply assert there 
should be no limitation of immigra- 
tion, and those who are for re- 
striction will find the new act sat- 
isfactory or unsatisfactory, accord- 
ing to the nationaiity of their own 
ancestors. 

It is worth noting that Senator 
Reed comes from a state which 
owes a great deal of its wealth to 
the ‘‘cheap” labor from Southern 
Europe. The demand for unlim- 
ited immigration has been strong 
in Pennsylvania. He at least can- 
not be charged with having allowed 
local exigencies to influence his 
policy.

Traffic congestion also is given 
impetus to the development of 
light flexible machines readily re- 
sponsive to traffic conditions.

ENGLISHMEN WORKING 
“DN WIRELESS MOVIES 


Transmitting Apparatus Said to 
Be Simple: Uses Sele- 
nium Cell. 


British radio-movie specialists 
are also experimenting in the trans- 


mission of moving pictures by 
radio, as is C. Francis Jenkins of 
Washington, D. C. 

Broadcast listeners in and 
around London have “heard” mev- 
ing pictures by radio, according to 
a report from consular officials in 
England, but few fans, if any, 
have seen them, because they are 
not possessed of the proper receiv- 
ing apparatus. All the listenera 
heard was a high-pitched intermit- 
tant whistle. 

Recently a wireless device capa- 
ble of transmitting moving pictures 
which can be received on tube 
sets, similar to music and 
speeches, was tested. by the in- 
ventor, J. L. Bard. operating from 
a town in England on the south 
coast. 

The transmission apparatus is 
said to be simple, the object to be 
transmitted being placed in a beam 
of light Before a rotating, perfo- 
rated disc. The rays of itght then 
pass through a second rotating 
Gisc, and are received on a 
selenium cell. They are then 
translated into an electrical cur- 
rent, equivalent to a musica] note 
such as ig prevalent in radio trans- 
mission. 

Receiving sets will be equipped 
with another rotating disc equipped 
with a ring of électric lights ar- 
ranged in positions corresponding 
to the holes in the disc of the 
transmitter. As the disc revolves 
rapidly, the lamps are lighted by 
the incoming signals. Earlier ex- 
periments in television transmitted 
a sharp image, the reports stated, 
but it was subject to flickering. 
This difficulty has now been over- 
come, it is understood, through the 
employment of the revolving discs, 
and a picture similar to a brush 
Grawing is reproduced at the re- 
ceiving end. “A cinema picture 
can be transmitted so faithfully 
that evéry movement is repro- 
duced,” the dispatch states. To 
inéure the Gual operation of both 
the transmitting and receiving 
diece at exactly the same speed, a 
wireless wave is sent out by the 
trahemitting motor which regu- 
lates the espeed of the receiving 
motor.

SYSTEM PERFECTED 


'Inventor Predicts Radio Photo. 
Machine Will Soon Be Ready 
for Commercial Use. 


C. Francis Jenkins, of Washing- 
ton, predicts that within a few 
weeks he will have his radio photo 
machine ready for use on a com- 
mercial basis. Mr. Jenkins is the 
man who in 1890 invented the first 
practical motion picture machine. 

The inventor thinks his method 
of quick photo transmission wil! be 
preferred to the telephone method 
because it requires no wire con- 
nections. He is preparing to rent 
his machines to any user who has 
the need for them. 

Last year Jenkins successfully 
transmitted photographs from 
Washington to Philadelphia. The 
apparatus is little larger than an 
ordinary radio outfit. It uses ordi- 
nary photographic negatives. 

Bhe essential part of the appa- 
ratus is a new optical device known 
as the prismatic ring which has 
been patented by Jenkins. The pris- 
matic ring is a giass prism, of 
circular construction, about 15 
inches in circumference. It is #0 
peculiarly designed that in rota- 
}tion beams of light having a fixed 
axis on one side of the prism are 
made to have a hinged or osciliat- 
ing axis on the other side. 

The entire process of sending a 
picture by radio takes only. from 
three to nine minutes, depending 
on its size, Mr. Jenkins asserts. 
Four revolving priematic rings are 
placed in front of the picture to be 
reproduced and the apparatus set 
in motion. The light waves are 
changed into electrical waves by a 
cpecial part of the apparatus and 
are then broadcast by radio. 

The receiving apparatus then 
picks up the radio or electrical 
waves and changes them back into 
light waves by passing them 
through four more prismatic rings. 
The light waves are then directed 
directly on the photographic nega- 
tive and the recording is soon com- 
pleted. 

Mr. Jenking says the number of 
reproductions that can be made 
from one radio photograph is lim- 
ited only to the number of news- 
papers or concerns equipped with 
the apparatus. 

“Likewise the distance is limited 
only by the power of the sending 
stations and the sensitiveness of 
the receivers used.” he declares.

Both men were finally freed in 
1918 by Gov. Whitman, who said that if the 
evidence before him had been available dur- 
ing the trial the sentences never would have 
been imposed.

A bullet fired from one rifle has markings 
dissimilar to a bullet fired from any other rifle. 
That fact freed two men. The firing pin of 
one pistol makes an indentation on the pri- 
mer of a cartridge shell different from the in- 
dentation made by any other firing pin. That 
fact has sent Harry L. Hoffman to the peni- 
tentiary for from 20 years to life. 

“Microscopic examination,” said Prof. 
Frank Whittier of Bowdoin College, testifying 
as an expert in microscopic photography, “of 
the firing pin in Hoffman's pistol and of the 
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positive identification and conviction of 
Hoffman. 


primer on each of the two shells found near 
Mrs. Bauer’s body and enlarged microscopic 
photographs show corresponding markings 
which have convinced me tnat those shells 
were fired from this (Hoffman’s) pistol and 
could have been fired from no other. 

“Every firing pin has individual markings. 
At the time of firing, the firing pin’s mark- 
ings are stamped upon the softer metal of 
the primer of the shell. Ridges on the pin 
make furrows in the primer. The pin and 
primers are enlarged 25 times in the photo- 
graphs.”

Butts, pistol expert of the New York Police 
Department, who testified that markings on 
the bullet taken from Mrs. Bauer’s body cor- 
responded to the rifling in the barrel of Hoff- 
man’s pistol. 

The second degree murder conviction of 
Hoffman, Port Richmond motion picture ma- 
chine operator, for the killing, March 25 of 
Mrs. Maude A. Bauer, pretty and respected 
wife and mother, whose body was found on a 
lonely Staten Island road, concluded one of 
the most unusual cases in the city’s criminal 
annals. 

It arrayed brother against brother, friend 
against friend and neighbor against neighbor. 
It forced into the witness chair innocent little 
children whose faltering statements contra- 
dicted testimony of their own playmates and 
involved more than one woman in alleged 
scandals, details of which were avoided by 
the prosecution in a successful effort to pro- 
tect, in so far as possible, the names of those 
who aided the State. 


An Alibi Without Corroboration 


Hoffman’s defense tncluded also an alibi 
absolutely without corroboration, and an al- 
leged “fear complex” which he claimed was 
responsible for extraordinary precautions he 
admitted having taken even before he was 
under suspicion. A jury of psychologists 
might have been lenient with Hoffman on 
the ground that his mental processes had at- 
tracted the thing he feared—conviction. But 
the jury that tried him before Judge J. Harry 
Tiernan, in Richmond County Court, St. 
George, took a different view. 

Two jurors of the 12 who deliberated 10 
hours before reaching an agreement upon @ 
verdict of murder in the second degree held 
out stubbornly throughout the night for a 
verdict that would have sent the defendant 
to the electric chair. One, Charles Post, who 
said he was the last juror to capitulate, de- 
clared Hoffman might well consider himself 
lucky. Post said other jurors contended there 
was no convincing evidence of premeditation, 
or that the murder occurred during an at- 
tempt to commit a felony—that is, an attack 
upon Mrs. Bauer’s person. And this is the 
story that resulted in the verdict rendered: 

Mrs. Bauer, wife of Walter Bauer, a me 
chanical engineer in. comfortable circum- 
stances. lived at 15 Decker avenue, Port 
Richmond, with her husband, their two little 
daughters and her aged mother and father, 
Mr. and Mrs. George Pero. She was religfous, 
home-loving, admired and respected by all 
who knew her: Her cheek was never fanned 
by the breath of scandal. Had there been 
aught against her character, the story of the 
murder would have received but scant space 
in the newspapers and would soon have been 
forgotten. But Hoffman and his cohorts, even 
when His life hung in the balance, could find 
no soiled spot upon the pages of her life his- 
tory. 

On the afternoon of March 25, Mrs. Bauer 
was Griving her mother and her baby daugh- 
ter, Helen, to visit relatives living on an- 
other part of Staten Island.

“The smaller car stuck fast in the sand 
and mud of a new ditch. With the ald of 
two little boys who approached, Mrs. Bauer 
struggled for some time to extricate her mired 
car, then decided to go for help. She walked 
to South avenue along which approached «a 
man in a muddy Ford sedan. Walking from 
an opposite direction on South avenue came a 
13-year-old girl, Barbara Fahs, whose accus- 
ing finger played an important part in Hoff- 
man’‘s trial and furnished one of its most 
dramatic features. 

Presumably the man in the Ford sedan did 
not know Mrs. Bauer wanted help, but he 
stopped his car and accosted her. It is said 
such was Hoffman's habit with women on 
lonely Staten Island roads. She quickly told 
him her plight and he offered to drive her to 
a garage for a tow rope. Unnoticed, Barbara, 
who was accompanied by her young brother, 
paused and overhead this conversation. 


“I’m Going With This Man” 


Mrs. Bauer, smiling brightly at the pros- 
pect of soon getting her .ar out of the mud, 
called back to her mother that she was g0- 
ing “with this man” for a rope. He opened 
the door and she entered, taking a seat in 
the tonneau. He turned his car and drove 
off in the direction whence he came. 

Although South avenue is a patrolicd street 
of the City of New York, i is at this point 
bordered by almost primeval woods and is lit- 
tle used by motorists because of its ruts and 
bumps. Its lonely stretch in the section 
where the Ford sedan driver picked up Mrs. 
Bauer is conceded to be a well-known trysting 
place for those whose love requires secrecy. 

Mrs. Bauer drove away with the stranger 
about 4 p. m. Fifteen minutes later two

Joseph Hewett, cashier of the Mustang 
Bank week days, was leader of the choir Sun- 
days and took the tenor solo parts in the 
anthems. And he played the “slide” in the 
band. Arthur Hewett, while he was manac- 
ing the Mustang elevator and after it burned, 
was the leader of the band and played the 
cornet. 

Disinterested persons who have heard the 
Methodist choir sing and the Mustang band 
play say they could il! afford these curtail- 
ments. The band especially. It was the pride 
ef Mustang when it marched on Decoration 
Day and other important occasions, but with- 
out its cornetist and trombonist ft is like « 
fiddle with a broken string. 

The barmony that was im the chotr and 
the band. and is no more, typifies the dise- 
somance that has come to the social and busi- 
ness life of Mustang since the elevator burned 
and the bank went broke and the bank 
eashier and the former elevator manager were 
arrested. 

Mustang is not a metropolis. The popula- 
liom at the last count was 175. The streets 
are wide, Oklahoma style, and except in the 
business section they are grass-grown. Its 
founders, with a talent for topography. set it 
upon a hump of the plain, which enhances its 
visibility. The Methodist church, white-paint- 
ed and topped with a belfry, sits at the apex 
ef the bump and dominates, in a way, the 
social and business life of Mustang.

Joe Hewett seneed that when he came 15 
months ago from Cloris, N. M., to take charge 
ef the Mustang Bank. which needed « man to 
take the piace of Brindiy. its principal owner 
and cashier, who had been shot and killed in 
an argument orer an automobile.

Sensation Follows the Elevator Fire | 


Truth to tell, friction was accumulating ia 
the Mustang bank. Joe Hewett and Claude 
Forrester pulled together pretty well at first. 
Claude was an overgrown youth, not long 
from the farm, and at first he took the bank- 
er’s tutoring in good part, but it was not long 
until) he began feeling his oats, as ther ear in 
the more remote sections of Canadian County 
As assistant cashier of the Mustang bank he 
was next thing to being the biggest man in 
town. As he tells it, all that it meant for 
him wae long hours and hard work, with 
Hewett hogging the honors and shirking the 
work. As Hewett views it, Claude had am- 
ditions te supplant him, and sit at the ms- 
bogany desk and make lcans and give ad- 
vice te prominent citizens. 

But the 173 ether residents ef Mustang 
and the farmers round about knew nothing of 
this. Ther supposed there was harmonr at 
the bank like unto the harmony in the Meth- 
odist choir and the Mustang Band. 

One night. about the middle of March. the 
elevator burned. A spark from a locomotive 
may bave been the cause. The destruction 
was complete. That left Arthur Hewett with- 
out a jod and it began te look like the Mus- 


tang Band would have to look around for an- 
ether leader and cornet player. 

There was nothing suspicious about the 
fire. The tmsurance on the building. $3325. 
was not considered excessive. There was a 
hiteh abeut the insurance on the contents 
which has not been fully explained. The bank: 
as imeurance agent, bad issued two days be- 
fore the fire a “binder” for $1250 to cover 
the contents, Dut it seems that the policr 
was never issued, and the imsurance com- 
pany denies that it has any record of the 
binder. Adjustment i pending. The e 
evator owed money to the bank. but the in- 
surance on the building went toe the bank. 
Se there ts no indicated connection between 
the elevator fire and the events that followed. 
but sages and philesophers who foregather in 
the cool of the evening at Quackenbush's drug 
store always open the session with something 
about the night that the elevator burned, and 
lead up from that to the more exciting events 
that followed. 

Por, if thg burning of the elevator was er- 
efting. tt was nothing te the thrill the Mus- 
tangers recefved on Sunday morning. May 11.

bank robbery. Only an attempted robbery as

Joe Lawson was out late that night. It 
was right around midnight when he passed 
the bank. on his way home, and saw the lights 
and the three men working on the books and 
dropped in to josh them about breaking the 
rules of the union, or something like that. 

He was still there, a little after midnight. 
when the door was darkened br two men with 
masks on and “guns” tn their hands.

Subsequent events suggested that the reb- 
bers, if Claude Forrester hed not given them 
a ride out of the bank, might have carried 
the books away. That very thing. at any 
rate, happened the following Tuesday night. 
The bank was entered again, this time by 
stealth, and, strangely, without the breaking 
of locks, and the individual ledger and other 
books were carried away. 

Forrester discovered the theft when he 


went to the bank early Wednesday morning. 
He called up, at Oklabema City, O. B. Motb- 
ershead. acting State Bank Commissiona. 
Mothershead hurried here and consulted with 
Forrester and they began an investigation. 

Im the soft earth at the side of the road 
in front of the bank they found the tracks 
of an automobile with three new tires and 
one the tread of which had been worn smooth.

ed in Mazes of Theology That Made Them So Dry, That, How- 
ever Romantic and Interesting the Central Figures, They Could 
Not Win the Attention of the Public and Keep It Long.

| CLEVELAND, O.—June 5. 
WN THE nineteen centuries of organized 
Christianity, there has never been a heresy 
trial like that of Bishop William Mont- 
Brown, recently conducted at Cleve

, “amt Episcopal Church and ending in a verdict 
| gi guilty. Because of the novel issue raised 
there, the 69-year-old defendant perdicts that 


q the charch will mever undertake another 
D serety prosecution. 


a It was the program devised and pursued by 
4 2 “the defense which gave the case its strange 
@ and unique aspects. In essence, this program 
®  gimed at compelling the church to reinterpret 
2 ita doctrine in such drastic and sweeping fash- 
’ {on as virtually to eliminate the supernatural! 
 gements of the faith. It attempted to put 
- the heads of the church on record, either as 
- denying the scientific conception of the unl- 
 gerse or as being heretics themselves. 
“Banish gods from the _ skies,” Bishop 
| Brown had said in his book, “Communism 
® end Christianism,” and that is just about 
: _ what he endeavored, in his trial, to make the 
| church do. 
Reviewing the events of the case, one is 
| truck by the curious truth that the issue 
 pever was really joined The prosecution tried 
the case from one angle; the defense from «@ 
totally different angle. The prosecution was 
successful because the Court decided that the 
prosecution’s angle was the correct one. But 
no head-on collision ever occurred, for, al- 
though the two sides were bound in opposite 
directions, they were on different tracks. 
_  %o make this plainer, let the situation be 
_ stated in more detail. 
3 Bishop Brown had made certain statements

Be- 

sincerely—and nobody has questioned 
sincerity—that the churcn was living and 

a lie, he deliberately planned to 

re the church officially face to face with 


the situation, and compe! it either to broaden 
its teachings or confess before the world that 
it lacked enlightenment or courage. 

Less than half an hour after he was pro- 
nounced guilty, he told the writer that he had 
forced the church to make two admissions: 
First, that it cannot or dare not define its doc- 
trine; and second, that it cannot or dare not 
affirm the truth of its teachings in the face of 
scienific knowledge.” 

He was actually jubilant. Paraphrasing a 
famous declaration, he said, “One more de 
feat like this, and our fight is won.” 

However that may be, the church finally— 
and by all accounts, reluctantly—took up the 
Bishop's gage and brought him to trial—the 
first time such a thing has happened to an 
Episcopal Bishop since the Reformation. Its 
reluctance, be it sad, was probably due to con- 
sideration for Bishop Brown's age, his hon- 
ored services and respect for the purity of his 
motives, 


Indictment Contained 23 “Counts” | 


“A presentment, corresponding to an indict- 
ment was brought against him by three broth- 
er Bishops—Francis of Indianapolis, Gravatt 
of West Virginia and Hall of Vermont—and 


Church Advocate Charles Lemuel Dibble of 
Kalamazoo, Mich. They quoted 23 separate 
passages frofh the book and charged that 
each contravened the doctrine of the church. 
The trial was held in the hall of Trinity Ca- 
thedral, the church in which Bishop Brown 
was ordained as a minister and consecrated as 
a Bishop. 

In selecting an attorney, the defendant 
found one who not only fitted the role incred- 
ibly well, but whose imagination and resource- 
fulness gave the case much of its epic sweep 
and color. Joseph C. Sharts of Dayton is an 
Episcopalian and Socialist. He defended Eu- 
gene V. Debs when the latter was tried and 
convicted during the war. At the present 
time he is the Socialist candidate for Governor 
of Ohio. Although an Episcopal communi- 
cant, his views toward the church are identi- 
cal with those held by his client. He brought 
to the trial the same motives that actuated 
Bishop Brown in provoking it. Moreover, he 
popularized and made it understandable by 
introducing issues which everybody could 
comprehend. One of the features which dis- 
tinguished this from all heresy trials of the 
past was the fact that it never became en- 
meshed in the mazes of abstruse theological 
discussion and dogmatic hair-splitting. The 
lines remained broad, simple and of universa] 
interest. 

The careful program which Sharts mapped 
out included, first, every conceivable techni- 
cal obstruction to the prosecution of the case, 
and second a defense laid down on the atrik- 
ingly broad lines already described. He at- 
tacked the jurisdiction of the Court. endeav- 
oring to show that the members had been ir- 
regularly elected. He argued, further that a 
Bishop could not be brought to trial, partic- 
ularly a Bishop who had retired from active 
ministry 10 years before. 

Overruled on these points, he attacked the 
disinterestedness of the members of the 
Court, stating that he had reason to believe 
that one or more of them had expressed 
opinions about the case. He made the auda- 
cious demand that each submit to such an ex- 
amination as a lawyer gives a prospective 
juror. That was overruled. 

He moved that the presentment be quashed, 
on the ground that it was too vague. That 
refused, he asked for a bill of particulars. 
Overruled again. Then he entered a demur- 
rer. It was not sustained. Finally he an- 
nounced that, although more than 100 wit- 
nesses had been summoned by the defense. 
only three had appeared, and he demanded 
time in which to take their depositions. 

The plea with which he supported his 
motion for a continuance was one of the high 
lights of the trial. Citing legal precedent, he 
said: “We are asking for Bishop Brown 
merely the consideration which the State ex- 
tends to the lowest criminal in the land. Do 
you propose to make a mockery of justice by 
passing judgment on him without having 
heard the evidence in his behalf? 

So mored was the Court that it took the 
motion under advisement with its “lay asses- 
sors,’ two lawyers appointed by the Presiding 
Judge to advise the Court in matters of pro- 
cedure, it being the law of church that heresy 
trials shall be conducted under the rules of 
evidence prevailing in the civil courts of the 
State where the trial is held. 

The Court ultimately decided that a contin- 
vance for such a purpose would be justified 
only if the evidence which Sharts proposed to 
get would be admissible. This brought from 
Sharts the startling announcement that the 
witnesses comprised virtually every Episcopal 
Bishop in the United States, and that it was 
his intention to question them upon their or- 
thodoxy, for the purpose of showing many of 
them did not accept the Scriptures literally. 
In this manner he proposed to show that 
church doctrine was a matter for the individ- 
ual conscience and wisdom of the clergy. He

proposed, moreover, to put them on record 
as being either out of agreement with the Bi- 
ble, or as denying the facts of science. TO 
that end he had prepared a list of 408 ques- 
tions which he submitted to the Court. Some 
of those questions are presented elsewhere on 
this page. 

It did not take the Court very long, after 
hearing Sharts’ purpose, to deny the motion, 
holding that doctrine was not a proper sub- 
ject of testimony, but a thing of which the 
Court would take “judicial notice,” as a civil 
court does of the statutes. 


Psychology, Not Theology 


Eventually, after all the barriers raised by 
the defense had been swept aside by rulings 
of the Court, the taking of evidence was 
reached. The previous proceedings had been 
marked by a daring and fertility of invention 
on the part of the defense that seemed at 
first to bewilder Soth the prosecution and the 
Court. Toward the end, however, the adverse 
rulings came with more promptness and reso- 
lution. 

Sticking closely to his text, Church Advo- 


cate Dibble established that Bishop Brown 
had written “Communism and Christianism.” 
And that he stood by the statements it con- 
tained. He introduced the quotations from 
it, including the biting cartoon directed at 
the House of Bishops, insinuating that the 
church did not dare to bring Bishop Brown 
to trial, and the prosecution then rested. 

As the second phase of the defense, follow- 
ing the failure of his technical objections, 
Sharts laid down the following propositions, 
which he offered to prove: 

That belief is a mental] process, the laws 
of which have only been discovered in re 
cent years, and that belief is a problem in 
peychology, not in theology. 

That the mental content of words 
changes from age to age with the changing 


conditions of life, and that the doctrines 
laid down a century ago could not possibly 
mean the same thing to the people of this 
age that they meant to those of that age. 


That the only possible uniformity of 
doctrine is one which leaves each person 
at liberty to accept according to his indi- 
vidual understanding. That this right has 
been extended by the church since the 
earliest times, and that the church has 
never attempted to dictate “how” one be- 
lieves, so long as one does helieve. 


That Bishop Brown believes fully in the 
doctrine of the church, the Scriptures, the 
Creed and the Book of Common Prayer, 
but interprets them according to his own 
understanding. He interprets the appar- 
ently supernatural references in terms of 
symbolism. 

That, as a matter of fact, many of the 
supernatural passages cannot be accepted 
literally, as they can be shown to have 
been “borrowed” from the pagan religions 
of Egypt, Persia, India and elsewhere. 

That Bishop Brown, instead of attacking 
religion in his book, merely tried to ela- 
vate it from a plane where no educated 
person could accept it to a plane where 
everybody could accept it. 

In support of these propositions, Sharts 
offered the testimony of three witnesses, 
Theodore Schrodder, a psychologist, was to 
testify concerning the nature of belief and 
the mental content of words. The Rev. Ar- 
thur E. Whatham, a modernist rector of Louis 
ville. Ky.. was to quote f:om many noted 
preachers to show that they exercised the 
greatest freedom in interpreting doctrine. 
Col. Emery 8. West, archeologist and author- 
ity on world religions, was to describe his re 
searches and to state his conclusions as to 
how much of the Christian faith had been 
derived from pagan faiths of earlier times. 

Not one of these witnesses was permitted 
te testify to any of these things. The Court 
held that such evidence was sre err a 
irrelevant. The keen Sharts,ehowever 
tested that the Court could not possibly rule 


out the testimony without knowing what it 
was to be and on the ground of informing 
the Court of the nature of the proposed evi- 
dence and on the further ground of providing 
for an appeal in the event of an unfavorable 
verdict, he proceeded without more ado to 
read lengthy manuscripts prepared by the 
witnesses, setting forth fully what they ex- 
pected to say. It is safe to conclude that he 
got into the record—and the newspapers— 
fully as much as would have gone in had they 
been permitted to testify. The reading lasted 
several hours. 

The crowning episode of the case, in point 
of drama, was the testimony of the aged de- 
fendant—a spectacle which stirred to the 
depth every man and woman who saw it. His 
simplicity, his total lack of animosity, his 
gentle dignity and his transparent earnest- 
ness, constituted an appeal which made the 
Court's task obviously painful. In the matter 
of defining the issues, however, he merely 
followed the outline already laid down by 
Sharts. He sald he believed the Creed. In- 
deed, in a scene of memorable appeal and 
tragic beauty, he affirmed them, word by 
word and line by line. But, be added, all the 
passages which referred to the supernatural 
were to him symbols of things natural. 

And thus did the opposing sides come to 
the end of the evidence, and either could 
triumphantly have exclaimed: “Never 
touched me.”

ON VICE PRESIDENCY 


Ambassador to Mexico Here on 
Way to Republican 


Convention. 


No very serious disturbance in 
the relations between the United 
States and Japan is likely to re- 
sult from passage of the _ recent 
exclusion act, in tne!/opinion of 
Charles B. Warren, ambassador to 
Mexico and former ambassador to 
Japan, who passed through St. 
Louls yesterday on his \‘ way to 
Cleveland to the Republican Na- 
tional Convention. 

Warren, who wae on diplomatic 
duty in Japan at time of the Wash- 
ington arms conference, explained 
that since the exclusion of+ Japan- 
ese labor from the United States 
has been accomplished heretofore 
by agreement that the Japanese do 
not object so much to substance of 
the recent act, as to its form and 
manner of passage. 

Feeling in Japan toward the 
United States was rather tense at 
the time of thé arms conference, 
Warren said, but had been be- 
coming kindlier until the exclu- 
sion act disturbed the calm. 

On Way to Cleveland. 

Warren was en route from the 
city of Mexico to fulfill duties as 
a delegate at large from Michigan 
to the Republican convention, in 
which he has been slated by ad- 
ministration managers to act nS 
manta g of the platform com- 
mittee. 

As to prohibition, the Ku Klux 
Klan and other probable subjects 
of platform treatment the diplomat 
was coy of expression. 

“This post is within the selec- 
tion of delegates to the convention, 
and they might decide not.t.' give 
it to me,” said he. “So .” shalt 
reserve expression until I really 
have a reason for speaking.” 

Warren smiled deprecatingly 
when asked about the report that 
he is being considered as a possi- 
ble nominee for the vice presiden- 
cy. He had not spoken to anybody 
about the matter he said, but the 
impression was inescapable that 
the honor would not be declined 
if offered. 

Active in Other Conventions. 
Warren, who has been in the 
diplomatic service for about 20 
years, served on important com- 
mittees In the Republican national 
conventions in 1908, 1916 and 1920 
he said.

destination to enable this mysterious force to work, 


injury to human beings who come into its path, or 
to simulate the terrific and deadly discharce of light- 
ning or to set off explosives. 

The inventor, after his demonstration of the di- 
rective power of the ray, continued his experi- 
ments to the point where he convinced the British 
Government that it had greater possibilities than it 
was at first thought to have. In fact, it was at one 
time agreed that he was to have an award of $1,250, 
900 if he could bring down a Zeppelin with his light 
ray. He was ready for a demonstration along these 
lines when other means of combating the German 
aircraft were found and the tests were never made. 
The inventor says he is ready for such a test at any 
time. 

A recent series of experiments on a comparatively 
small scale convinced observers that the ray could 
be successfully used to explode enemy ammunition 


I could destroy gny aircraft I could see. This is the 
limit of its efficiency—the limit of vision. Of course, 
at night it would be necessary to find the aircraft, 
and along that light beam I could shoot my invisible 
ray with deadly accuracy.” 

In his recent experiments Grindell-Matthews dem- 
onstrated how his ray carried power across space by 
making an ordinary electric light bulb giow when 
the ray was terned upon it from a distance. He 
also killed mice. shriveled up vegetation and ignited 
the wick of a ¢ of] lamp. Im the course of his 
experiments wit 2 ray he has twice accidentally 
set fire to his laboratory. 

In suggesting the possibility of the mysterious ray 
being a deterrent of war many scientists. after wit- 
nessing these interesting experiments. have said that 
the mere exiatence of so deadly a force, with the se- 
eret guarded and firmly held by any one Govern-

HERE is a general impression ‘among 
readers that the sun is a mass of con- 
suming flames, and that the heat and 
light reaching the earth are the sparks 
flying from that solar conflagration. 
This dmpression is instilled in the 
school children by the teachers in the 
public schools and colleges. 
As a matter of fact we get no heat and light from 


that solar fire. The sun manufactures billions of © 


little metallic balls from which our heat is devel- 
oped. These are caHed electrons and are made of 
metals in which large quantities of heat may be con- 
centrated. 

These electrons are metallic sutbedicas in a high- 
ly concentrated form. Some scientists even contend 
that there is nothing in the material universe but 
these electrébns. The earth, under this theory, is 
a combination of these infinitesimal bodies. . Of 
course, the electrons are differently endowed with 
inherent powers, and are susceptible to different 
magnetic, negative and positive, influences. .Elee- 
trons are carriers of heat just as coal, gasoline and 
off are; but it must be develope before it becomes 
effective. 

The materials from which these tay metallic balls 
are made are subjected 
to an intense heat. which 
burns out all the dross 
and coarse ,substances. 

So when completed these 
electrons are extremely

Cold is the normal condition of all space. The 
total absence of heat measures the maximum degree _ 
of frigidity. No heat can exist outside of the at- 
mospheres of the sun and planets. This outer space, 
therefore, has the lowest temperature to which any- . 
thing can be reduced. Science may artificially ap . 
proach this temperature but it cannot lower it. The 
lowest temperature réached by science is 456 deg- 
rees below zero. .This enables us to know that 
the temperature of outer space is lower than that, 
for it is hardly possible for science to extract all the 
heat from any article, and until all heat is extracted 
the temperature of outer space is not reached. ‘Air | 
liquifies\at 300 degrees below zero and probably 
solidifies in the normal vempararers prevailing out- 
side of atmosphere. 

When these frozen metallic bails strike our at- 
mosphere they become radiant and impart heat and 
light to the space through which they pass.

Dif- 
ferences in the number of these proc- 
esses show different birthplaces of the 
fish. 

Moreover, the counting of eggs in 
the body reveals that female Sacra- 
mento king salmon produce on the ay- 
erage nearly twice as many eggs as the 
Klamath king salmon. 

Until McGregor’s discoveries, -king 
salmon from these two rivers seemed, 
even to the experts, to be as like as two 
black-eyed peas. For the so-called 
“races”’ of these fish are not compara- 
ble to the white, yellow or black races 
of human beings. The minute differ- 
ences between the fish of the same spe- 
cies irihabiting these different rivers 
more nearly resemble the local, not so 
apparent, differences in speech and hab- 
its and appearance which sometimes 
grow up in isolated mountain communi- 
ties. 

Other fish investigators are following 
other clews in their effort to discover 
the differences between salmon in other 
rivers. : 

That old joke about telling the weight 
of a fish by the scales on his back has 
been proved to be a serious scientific 
fact. Charles H. Gilbert, professor of 
zoology at Stanford University and spe- 
cial assistant of the U. S. Bureau of 
Fisheries, has discovered that scales 
render a report on bringing-up of the 
fish as well as furnish birth certificates 
and automatic age recorders. They 
show the approximate weight and size 
at any time during its past growth. 

Trees write their progress in the con- 
centric rings that may be seen whenever 
logs are cut cross-wise. Salmon scales 
show a series of concentric growth rings 
that look like tree rings, although in 
the case of fish scales many rings are 
added each year instead of the one or 
two in tree trunks. 

In the summer time when the water 
is warmer and the food supply more 
plentiful, wide rings are added to the 
scales. In the colder, less bountiful 


‘winter season, the rings are narrower 


and closer together; so that the number 
of these closely spaced ring bands from 
the center of the scale gives the approx- 
imate aze of the salmon. 

The width of the scale from center to 
circumference bears a definite relation- 
ship to the length of the fish and the 
distance from the center across any of 
the series of rings shows the propor- 
tionate size of the fish at the period of 
its life which they represent. The scale 
measurement and the length correlated 
with the weight in a large number of 
fish actually measured and weighed en- 
ables the expert to tell roughly the 
weight of the fish from which the scale 
was obtained. 

There is also a detectable difference 
between the growth rings formed while 
the fish is in fresh water and those made 
during life in the sea. King’ salmon. 
which ‘go far up rivers to spawn, fre- 
quently spend nearly the first two years 
of their existence in fresh water. The 
closer spaced rings in the center of 
the scale followed by the wider spaced 
rings of their later life in the sea write 
this fact in their biography. 

Dog salmon, however, breed near the 
mouth of streams and start early on 
their sea travels, and their scales show 
even distances between the center rings 
and those of their later life. Less evi- 
dent differences that distinguish many 
races of a single speciés are now being 


/ worked out by Or. Gilbert. 


Salmon are caught,at their feeding 
grounds in the sea. A few scales are 
scraped from the back of the salmon 
and stuck in a book opposite a number. 
A small aluminum tag, bearing this 
Same number is then clamped on the tail 
of the salmon and it is thrown back 
again into the water. Under Dr. Gil- 
over 10,000 salmon 
were tagged in this way last year. 

Like police tracing automobiles by 
their license numbers, Dr. Gilbert and 
his co-workers in the bureau follow the 
movements of the fish.

notified to send in the tags found on 
palmon they catch with a notation 
telling where the fish was captured. As 
the tags are attached during the spawn- 
ing migration, most of the tagged sal- 
mon mature and spawn-the same year, 
so that returns are received in a short 
time. | 

When a number of such tags are re- 
ported from a-certain river, the mi- 
croscopist looks up in the record books 
the scales corresponding to the num- 
bers and studies the charactefistics of 
the scales of the salmon from that par- 
ticular stream. Once these are deter- 
mined, it will be merely a matter of 
looking at the scales of salmon to de- 
termine where they began life. 

These tagging experiments alone have 
already thrown much light on the life 
history of Alaskan salmon. Some of 
these fish are great ocean travelers. 
Consider the strange case of the salmon 
traveling under the alias “U. 8S. B. F. 
No. 10358.” Last Fourth of July a tag 
bearing this identification number was 
clamped on the tail of a dog salmon 
caught off the north shore of Unga Is- 
land, Alaska. The fish was released 
and 44 days later again taken; this 
time in the River Pankara in the dis- 
trict of Karagin on the eastern shores 
of the peninsula of Kamchatka, nearly 
2000 miles across the ocean. 

Agents of the Far Eastern Fisheries 
Board of Viadivostok discovered the tag 
on the fish, which had evidently re- 
turned to its native stream to breed. 

In distance this trip is comparable 
to that made by that other famous 
Alaskan migrant, the golden plover, a 
bird which makes a nonstop flight 2000 
miles across the sea southward to Ha- 
wali. Other salmon tagged at the same 
spot as No. 10358 moved -toward- 
streams in Alaska to the east, covering 
distances similar to those of the gray- 
cheeked thrush, which flies 500 miles 
across the Gulf of Mexico. 

None of-the facts discovered about 
birds, however, can compare in imme- 
diate economic significance with the 
discoveries made by means of the sal- 
mon-tagging experiments of Alaska. 

It was shown that northern fish, 
whose feeding ground was previously 
unknown, visited the seas south of the 
Aleutian Islands. In their migration 
back to their home streams, their routes 
took them through the channels between 
islands where salmon fisheries have 
been established. This showed that reg- 
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ulation of the catch to prevent over- 
fishing of the salmon from these) 
streams shouid, in fairness to the com- | 
mercial interests involved, also include | 
restriction of the catch at the beginning | 
of the journey as well as the end. 

Systematic tagging of fish is prac- 
tically in its infancy. It has, however, 
also been applied to ocean fish who are 
not so easily traced as the salmon which 
crowd into the Pacific rivers to reach 
their birthplaces. 

Cod, haddock and pollock have been 
tagged by the thonsands off the Massa- 
chusetts coast. Many of these fish re-| 
captured at various points between Port- 
land, Me., and Cape May, N. J., have 
yielded information as-to their migra- 
tion routes, which may prove of im- 
mense importance. 

Man has trailed animals across the 
wide .plains and through the forests 
since long before the dawn of history. 
Their tracks were comparatively easy 
for the skilled woodsman to follow. Bird 
migration has been marveled at and the 
clear blue sky has allowed observers to 
follow flights with their eyes for long 
distances. But the goings and comings 
of submarine creatures have been large- 
ly a mystery. 

A traffic census of the sea is in prog- 
ress. Tags and record books are reveal- 
ing the habits of the finny tribes that 
dominate the oceans. Soon more may 
be known about the travels of fish than 
the movements of animals, birds, in- 
sects, and other creatures that move 
Gaily before our eyes.

the surface and into outer space. What 
one attracts the other repels—one pulls, 
the other pushes. In this way their 
efforts are co-ordinated and exerted 
in the same direction. The weight of 
a particle or body represents this ex- 
ternal pressure downward as well as 
the internal attraction. : 

It is now evident that the earth is in 
the grip of a tremendous vise; for this 
positive force surrounding our globe ig 
pressing the whole contents toward the 
center, and the negative interior is also 
drawing*them in thé same direction. 
This positive surrounding is pressing 
the earth in pretty much the same man- 
ner as you would take an egg in the 
palms of your two hands and squeeze 
it with all your might without breaking 
the shell. 

The frigid temperature drops down 
much lower at the poles of the earth 
than elsewhere. This intensifies the 
pressure at those places, and has 
“caved” the shell in at the two polar 
extremities, producing what is known as 
the polar depression. 

This polar projection of the cold 
downward into our atmosphere creates 
spindles around which the world ro- 
tates. They are something on the or- 
der of balls and sockets, and are ball- 
bearing arrangements. The earth is 
thus securely fastened in a vise and is 
spinning on pivots which hold it per- 
fectly rigid. : 

Here is a problem for high school 
pupils: If there are enough electrons 
passing through.a space one inch in di- 
ameter to produce a heat of 600 de 
grees, as is shown by the one-inch eye- 
glass producing that temperature, how 
much heat passes through a space one 
foot in diameter? And according to 
that calculation, how much heat is pass- 
ing into the entire surface of the earth? 
And if all that heat—all these elec- 
trons—converge at the center of the 
earth, what degree of temperature will 
they produce? 

This rapid generation of heat at the 
center of the earth is taken care of at 
the surface. The earth is perfectly full 
of heat and can hold no more. It is 
saturated to the maximum. The entire 
surface of the earth is an outlet for the 
overflow. And if more heat enters the 
earth the repellant force increases cor- 
respondingly and it is instantly thrown 
out. The earth may be likened to a. ves- 
sel filled with water. A very small 
stream will keep it full, but a large 
stream cannot fill it fuller. 

So the earth has all the heat it can 
hold, and no more can be added. There 
is a continual overflow at the gur- 
face which prevents any possible in- 
crease in the quantity. And the surface 
of the earth cannot be heated more, 
for it has the frigid surroundings to ab- 
sorb the heat as fast as it comes to the 
exterior.

It is found that to account for the pres- 
ent gmount of radiation, meteorites 
equal in amount to the whole earth 
would have to fall into the sun every 
century. It is extremely improbable 
that a mass one-tenth as great as this is 
added to the sun per century, if for no 
other reason because the earth itself 
and every other planet would receive 
far more than its present share of me- 
teorites and would become quite hot 
from this cause.” é 

Again they say: “If we had a certain 
mass available with which to produce 
heat in the sun, and if this mass were 
of the best possible material to pro- 
i duce heat by burning, it can be shown 
that by burning it at the surface of the 
sun we should produce vastly less heat 
than if we simply allowed it to fall into 
the sun. Im the last case, if it fell
